EXPERIMENT 

I n the 1914-18 war Denmark 
slaughteiod virtually all its pigs 
and one-third of its cows and 
the grain products previously 
used for stockfeed were then 
utilized to enrich the people’s 
laead. which was probably the 
coa sest ever seen. 

The national diet then consis 
ted of this bread, vegetable pro¬ 
ducts, including potatoes in gen 
erous quantities, a little milk 
and a little butter. After the 
first year the national mortality 
was reduced by 17 per cent to 
the lowest ever recorded injm 
European country. When the 
great influeza epidemic swept 
Eu.ope in 1918 the Danish mor¬ 
tality iate remained the same 
as before the war while that of 
most other countries rose 25 
percent.

SOME IMPORTANT POINTS 
ABOUT YOUR RATION CARD 


1. A Ration Card is required for each 
individual person, regardless of age. 

2. Each numbered coupon is good for 
a two weeks' ration of 1 lb. of sugar. 

3- Coupon No. 1 is good July 1st; 
coupon No. 2, July 13th; coupon No. 3, 
July 27th; coupon No. 4, August 10th; 
coupon No. 5. August 24th. 

4. Coupons cannot be used before the 
specified dates, but may be used any 
time afterwards. 

5. Only coupons 1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 can 
be used for sugar buying. 

6. Do not use coupons A, B. C, D and 
E, unless instructions are issued by The 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Do not 
detach them. 

7. Coupons must be detached in the 
presence of your retailer. He will not 
accept loose, detached coupons. 

8 . If you do the buying for your home, 
or for a number of people, you may 
purchase sugar for them by taking theix 
ration cards with you to the store. 

9. If you order by telephone, coupons 
must be detached in the presence of, or 
by the delivery man. 

10. Retailers may hold customers' ration 
cards and detach coupons for them in 
cases where customers are not ordinarily 
at home to take delivery; or in the case 
of summer cottagers having deliveries 
made by mail or express. 

It. If you go visiting for a week or 
more, you should take your ration card 
with you for your host to use. 


12. If you are a regular boarder in a 
house, you should turn your ration card 
over to your landlady so she may secure 
your sugar allowance. 

13. You do not use coupons for the 
purchase of sugar for preserving, con 
ning. jam or jelly making. Additional 
quantities are allowed lor these pur¬ 
poses, for which you sign a special 
Sugar Purchase Voucher, which your 
grocer will give you. 

14. You do not require coupons lor 
sugar that you consume in restaurants 
or public eating places. These places are 
rationed and can only serve limited 
quantities to their customers. 

18 Misuse of ration coupons is illegal 
and offenders are liable to prosecution. 

Report 10 the nearest Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board office (a) if you lose 
your card, (b) if you change your name 
or address.

PURE STBCKS OF CEREAL SERBS 

Tbe nioit important event, each 
year, connected with the production 
of pure seed, is the annual meeting of 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Aseocia* 
tioa. This was held during the third 
week ia June at Olds, Alberta. 
Prominent seed growers from all 
over Canada were gathered in the 
Provincial School of Agriculture and 
Home Economics to discuss ways and 
means of maintaining and improving 
the quality of Canadian seeos. No 
one cenld attend these meetings with¬ 
out wondering what would happen to 
the yield and quality of our field 
crops were it not for the effort# of a 
comparatively small group of hard¬ 
working seed growers. 

Regulations governing the produc¬ 
tion of Registered seed are made by 
the Canadian Seed Growers' Associa¬ 
tion. Field and seed inspections, 
essential to the accuracy of pedigrees 
and observance of purity standards, 
are the responsibility of the Plant 
Produole Division, Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. 

The various terms applied to the 
different types of needs are confuting 
to many farmers. Actually thesr need 
net be. By purchasing Registered 
seed, the farmer can be assured of 
>edigree and performance. This ia all 
ie desires when buying a pure-bred 
buH or boar. 

We canuot avoid the use of terms 
such as Foundation seed, Elite seed, 
Registered seed and Certified seed. 
Hitherto we have had First Gen¬ 
eration Registered, 2nd, 3rd, 4th 
Generations, and so on. Euch year, 
the seed is one more year removed 
from Elite, which produces First 
Generation Registered. However, the 
stgttdarde of purity are the same for 
all generations, so as long as a stock 
will pass field and seed inspection it 
might as well be just “Registered.” 
At the Olds meeting it was decided 
to adopt this practice; namely, to 
have “First Generation Registered” 
and, thereafter, “Registered.” The 
decision, however, was by no means 
unanimous.
